At the same time it was announc- 
ed a general election would be held 
in the state, as well as in Queens- 
land, on June 11 

Premier Stevens’ first action to- 
day was to deposit in Sydney banks 
£700,000 of the £1,000,000 Mr. Lang 
transferred to the treasury on 
March 13 in anticipation of attach- 
ment by the conimonwealth govern- 
ment. 
| The new premier reopened the 
| taxation offices which his prede- 
cessor had closed to thwart federal 
collectors with authority to seize 
receipts. He also ordered payment 
of family endowment, widows, and 
other pensions which had been 
withheld following enactment by 
the federal government of the finan- 
cial enforcement act. 

The Act itself was suspended, at 
least temporarily, pending result of 
the state election.

WHY BUY A LICENSE? 


The owner of a radio receiving set is required to 
secure a new license by the end of the present 
month, if he wishes to “listen in” during the next 

} year. 
| The new license will cost him $2. if he buys it. 

Heretofore he has paid only $1 for the privilege of 

hearing what was put on the air during a year, 

The price has been doubled. What is being done, 
| or what is to be done, to improve the service and 

make it worth the doubled price? 

That is the question which radio-owriers all over 

} the country are esking themselves just now. Whee 
ther they recognize it or not, it is therefore also the 
question that is confronting the Dominion Govern- 
ment and Parliament, in connection with the bill to 
establish broadcasting as a national service. 

If that bill is passed, radio-owners everywhere 
will gladly pay the double license fee, in hope and 
confidence that they will get value for their money. 
If it is shelved as a result of the Jobbying activities 
of private interests, a good many radio-owners are 
likely to refuse to buy licenses, in sure and certain 
knowledge that they will get nothing of the kind. 

A one dollar license fee has been an altogether 
exorbitant charge for the privilege of being bom- 
barded with the blatant advertising spiels that have 
been the major output of Canadian broadcasting 

| Stations. To suppose that the victims will pay two 

| dollars for another year of the same treatment is to 
credit them with an average foolishness they may 
not possess. 

If the Government wants to sell radio licenses 
| it had better rush the bill through Parliament with. 
| out delay, and give the public assurance that they 
will get a fair run for their money.

The Passing Show

It didn’t take long for the Honolulu “honor 
murder tragedy” to degenerate into a farce. 

Before ever the local white clergy had started to 
pray for the release of the wealthy convicts, the 
white governor beat all his sloppy rivals to it, by 
freeing the quintette on technical sentences of one 
hour. That was indecent enough, but the subse- 
quent conduct of the culprits after release was far 
worse, 

The whole pivot of their case for taking the law 
into their own hands and holding a private murder 
of their own, was that the younger woman had 
been attacked by Kahshawei and four others. The 
trial of the other four was seheduled to take place 
as part of the plan to clean up the unsavory mess 
and vindicate the law. 


Having got their freedom, the quintette used its 
freedom to make a mock of the law. With the aid 
of a naval lauhch and the assistance of a naval 
officer as a strong arm man, the young woman was 
taken on board a liner, to avoid being served with 
a subpoena to appear as witness against her alleged 
assailants, 


Then came a steeplechase over the decks with 
process servers in pursuit, the commander of the 
submarine base interfering to prevent the law offi- 
cers carrying out their work. With the departure of 
the vessel Mrs. Massie consented to accept the docu- 
ment through a slit in the door opening. 

Through it all, the saturnine Darrow stood smil- 
ing, decorated with garlands of flowers by the 
grateful natives in return for his advice to his client 
to defy the law and refuse to testify against the four 
culprits. 

If the American people are ever going to end 
the conditions that made the Lindbergh kidnapping 
and murder possible, they will have to deal with 
the gangster spirit in high society before they can 
expect to drive it out of the slums. 


At the time of writing, no arests have been made 
in the Lindbergh case and no indications have been 
given as to the identity of the kidnappers and mur- 
derers. 


Publication of the fact that an intricate geomet- 
rical signature in two colors and with certain pin 
pricks was used by the kidnappers and by those to 
whom money was paid, and the additional fact that 
the child’s sleeping robe and special safety pins had 
been sent to the parents as proof that they were 
dealing with the real kidnappers, exclude first im- 
pressions that the kidnapping and murder had been 
carried out by a mentally deranged person. 

Kidnapping is bad enough without murder. With 
murder it comes very near to the extremest limit 
of wickedness. But the kidnapers exceeded even 
that depth of heartiessness. They killed the child 
within an hour or so of the kidnapping, with the 
obvious purpose of making their own safety more 
secure. And then, knowing that the child was 
dead, they started to barter with the parents, send- 
them articles of clothing with assurances that the 
child was alive and unharmed, to stimulate the 
sending of a large sum of money. 

A proverb says there is honor among thieves. 
Villainy and heartlessness could hardly sink to a 
lower depth than this, where the gangsters traded 
on the parents’ hopes and affections, with assur- 
ances that the child would be forthcoming if money 
was paid, well knowing that the little body lay dead 
among the leaves and undergrowth where they had 
killed the child. 
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Shocking too is the discovery of the numbers of 
other gangsters anxious to make money by false 
assurances that they could deliver the child un- 
harmed. 

The three gentlemen from Norfolk, Virginia, 
who spent time and money and risked their lives 
in the belief that they were dealing with the real 
kidnappers, were obviously hoodwinked by heart- 
less tricksters, equally with Mrs. Edward McLean of 
Washington. 

The lady—who by the way is the present owner 
of the famous Hope diamond, accused always of 
bringing bad luck to its owners—is said to have 
given $125,000 to parties with bogus claims that they 
could restore the Lindbergh baby. 

One chap who got away with $35,000 was im- 
pressively dressed as a Catholic priest. Then came 
the notorious Gaston B. Means whose “Private Life 
of Warren G. Harding” is now denounced as a fake. 
He admits to expert knowledge of the seamy side of 
American politics. . 

On assurance that he knew who held the I.ind- 
bergh baby, and his assertion that he had held the 
little chap in his own arms, Mrs. McLean gave him 
$100,000—$50,000 for the kidnappers and a $50,000 
fee for his services as a go-between. 

The finding of the body of the babe, seemingly 
done to death with blows very shortly after the 
kidnapping took place, shows how little reliance can 
be placed on Means’ story that he had seen the boy 
and held him in his own arms. 
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The tragic end of the Lindbergh baby, and the 
discovery that he was done to death before ever his 
parents had a chance to ransom him, will aid the 
passage of the bill before Congress to make kidnap- 
ping a capital offence. A much less emotional 
people than the Americans would find it hard to

There may be crimes that retain a glamour of 
romance, where a modern Robin Hood risks his lib- 
erty to take from the rich to give to the poor, but 
kidnapping touches the lowest depth of cruelty and 
wickedness. It is unrelieved by any redeeming 
element or pitiful excuse. For the same reason that 
horse stealing in Western life carried a death pen- 
alty—because it was a crime easy to commit and 
took an owner at a disadvantage—kidnapping de- 
serves to be made a capital offence. The theft of 
a child is more heinous than the theft of a horse. 


What's bred in the bone comes out in the flesh, 
according to an old proverb.

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Health and Diet Advice

GOOD FOOD COMBINATIONS 


Most dietitians and domestic science teachers re. 
commend that every meal should be so proportion. 
ed that the right amount of starch, fat, etc, should 
be used at each meal. This may sound reasonable, 
but the truth is that some of these foods do not di- 
gest well when taken with certain others. It is then 
well for us to study how best to combine foods from 
the standpoint of their digestibility with cach 
other. 

Those who have strong digestive organs are 
inclined to ridicule the idea of good food combina- 
tions because they sometimes eat meals of inhar- 
monious conglomerations and apparently suffer no 
immediate ill effect. Those who are afflicted with 
weak digestive organs or who suffer from certain 
diseases, such as eczema, asthma or rheumatism, 
for example, must learn to be especially careful 
with their food combinations if they hope to become 
permanently well. Sometimes sick individuals are 
so sensitive that the least mistake in combining 
their food produces almost immediate and severe 
discomfort. It was from watching this type of pa- 
tient that I first got my clue as to the importance 
of food combinations. Those who are not so sensi- 
tive to changes in the dict may not notice the ill 
effect of wrongly combining foods, but I am satis- 
fied, nevertheless,that an injurious effect results 
which, if not immediately apparent, is cumulative 
in effect over a series of years, and gradually wears 
down the constitution so that one may become 
susceptible to serious diseases later in life. 

A further study of physiological chemistry com- 
bined with laboratory tests and the use of the x-ray 
has brought us many startling facts regarding food 
combinations. 

You have already learned that the digestion of 
food begins in the mouth, but in reality only one 
kind of food is digested by the saliva, and that one 
food is starch. Other foods, such as meat, grecns 
and fruits, are not digested in any way in the mouth 
except that chewing breaks up these foods into 
small particles. The ptyalin or digestive ferment in 
the saliva acts only upon starch and partly cone 
verts it into sugar. This digestion of starch by the 
ptyalin continues for several minutes after the 
starch has entered the stomach until the hydro- 
chloric acid of the gastric juice becomes too plenti- 
ful. 

The stomach, itself, puts out large quantities of 
gastric juices, especially for the purpose of convert- 
ing proteins into soluble substances. The digestive 
juice of the stomach has no effect whatever upon 
the starches, greens and sugars except to make 
them sour because of the hydrochloric acid con- 
tained in the gastric juice. The stomach’s juices do 
not have any action upon digesting starch as there 
is no part of the gastric juice which has the prop- 
erty to act upon starch. As the food passes out of 
the stomach into the small intestines, the bile, which 
is alkaline, is mixed with the food, and, if the mix- 
ture is already too acid, the bile is capable of con- 
verting it into a liquid alkaline, and the remain- 
ing food is then acted upon by the amylopsin, steap- 
sin, trypsin and intestinal juices. These ferments 
chemically digest the different food clements and 
can handle any mixture if enough bile has been 
combined with it. The chief difficulty seems to be 
in getting bad mixtures through the stomach and 
into the intestines without setting up a conflict be- 
tween the digestive juices of the stomach and those 
of the intestines.

Question: Mr. Wilbur G. writes: “For a year and 
a half I have had pyorrhea. I have had the usual 
treatments from specialists, but with not much re- 
sult. Will you please give me your advice?” 

Answer: Pyorrhea is caused by an infection of 
the gums that have been weakened by tartar accu- 
mulation and autointoxication. In addition to fol- 
lowing a fasting and dieting regime, you should 
brush your teeth night and morning with lemon 
juice diluted in water, after which you should rinse 
your mouth with a small amount of water in which 
bicarbonate of soda has been dissolved. Send for

Question: Thomas asks: “What causes the skin 
to become rashed and peel after shaving? I am 21 
years old and have been shaving a couple of years, 
Is it possible that one can naturally have a skin so 
tender?” 

Answer: Some skins are so thin and tender that 
great care must be used in shaving. See that your 
razor is as sharp as possible, and also use a small 
amount of cold cream on your face before lathering 

your beard and then again after shaving.
